Nearly 2,000 Members of State 
Guard in Columbus to Check 


Strike Riots, 


SOME OF TROOPS JEERED 
BY PEOPLE OF THE CITY 


No Attempt Will Be Made to 
Run Cars Until Gov. Har- 
mon Arrives Today---Mayor 
Issues a Formal Proclama- 
tion, Putting Military in Full 
Charge of the Situation. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 28.—Although 
there are 1,651 officers and men of the 
Ohio National Guard encamped in Co- 
lumbus tonight no effort is to be made 
unt tomorrow noon to resume service 
on the lines of the Columbus Railway 
and Light Company, which have been 
involved in a strike since Sunday. 

Harmon’s Arrival Awaited. 

Governor Harmon’s arrival from his 
summer home in Michigan is awaited 
before cars are taken out again. There 
has been no disorder since the cars 
were stopped at 10 o’clock last night 
when riots were raging in various 
parts of the city. 

General W. V. McMaken, of Toledo, 
is in charge of the militia here, which 
embraces the Second, Third and Sixth 
regiments. Troop A, - of Cleveland; 
Battery C, of Columbus, and hospital 
and signal corps companies. The troop, 
battery and hospital companies are en- 
camped in the state house grounds. 
To provide quarters foretaoietaoinnn 
Troop A roped off half a square of 
Broad street, the city’s leading resi- 
dence street. 


Troops Are Jeered. 


A battalion of the Third regiment 
while passing through the city to its 
camp in Franklin park, was jerred, 
but aside from this there was no re- 
sentment expressed to the coming of 
troops. 

Maintenance of the military organi- 
gation hére costs $4,500 a day. Trans- 
portation to and from Columbus will 
cost $8,000. 

The call for treops came as the re- 
sult of sitiglleoe rioting throughout 
the city r the past few days, fol- 
lowing the strike of union motormen 
and conductors of the Columbus Street 
Railway Company, who demand a rec- 
ognition of their union. 

Mayor Marshall has issued a formal 
proclamation placing Brigadier Gen- 
eral McMaken in full charge of the 
situation. 

General McMaken, in command of 
the troops. said that he would not 
place soldiers on the street cars. 

Petitions are being circulated, ad: 
dressed to the mayor, asking that a 
receiver be named for the street car 
company.

Following the recent visit of Daniel 
J. Sully to Atlanta, the directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
went on record as favoring the estab- 
lishment of bonded cotton warehouses 
throughout the .outh, along the lina 
Proposed by Mr. Sully, but without 
committing themselves to Mr. Sully’s 
plan. Bonded warehouses, from which 
thall be issued cotton receipts of a 
nature to be received by banks as col- 
lateral for almost face value, will, ac- 
cording to the -plan Mr. Sully has 
mapped out, be established in many of 
the southern cities. These warehouse 
receipts or certificates shall be of suc, 
& nature that they will be accepted 
anywhere in the worlq where cotton is 
sold or bought -for their face value. 
less interest. It was to this general 
Plan, rather than the specific efforts 
of Mr. Sully, who is said to have the 
backing of a large European corpora- 
tion, that the directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce indorsed in enpts special 
meeting. 

When in Atlanta last week Mr. Sully 
Was accompanied by G. Scott-Dalgle- 
isch, of Cairo, Egypt, and London. Mr. 
balgleisch is a representative of the 
Hirsch syndicate of London, a com- 
Pany said to have an enormous fi- 
nancial backing. Mr. Sully and the 
Hirsch syndicate are Planning to se- 
cure in Atlanta and numbers of other 
southern cities warehouses whers 
large quantities of cotton may be 
stored. Where suitable warehouses 
cannot be found they will be built. 
These warehouses will then be bonded 
by the Hirsch syndicate ang placed in 
charge of a representative of that 
company. 

On cotton stored in one of 
bonded warehouses, it 
issue certificates, guaranteed by the 
company, and made absolutely safe. 
These certificates, it is intended, may 
be used any where in the civilized 
world as collateral. They are to be 
transferabie. 

The establishment of such bonded 
warehouses and the issuance og guar- 
anteed certificates would, beyond ques- 
tion, it is believed, greatly facilitate 
the handling of the cotton crop in the 
south. With such certificates in its 
possession, it is pointed out, a bank 
need not borrow money in any section 
of the country where the rate was 
found too high, but if necessary could 
send its securities to India, China, 
Japan, or almost any other foreign 
country where the rate of interest 
chanced to be low. at the time, and 
thus secure the benefit of this low rate 
of interest, something impracticable 
under existing circumstances. 

At the time Mr. Sully and Mr. Dal- 
gleisch were in Atlanta, the matte had 
not been brought to the notice of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Attorney H. 
N. Randolph, member of the Chamber 
of Commerce committee on commerce, 
iearned of the matter, however, and 
brought it to the attention of President 
Fred Paxon. Mr. Paxon believed the 
general plan a good one, one calculated 
if put into operation to do much to 
help the south finance the cotton crop, 
and so asked the chamber committee 
on railroads to consider the matter to- 
gether with the committee on com- 
merce, 

The two committees met yesterday 
afternoon, adopted a favorable resolu-

But Rued Bargain When

Rich Cincinnati Man Now Try- 
ing to Compel Return of 
Money -- Foreign Wife 
Swoons in Court When Hus- 
band Fails to Recognize Her. 


Cincinnati, July 28.—Percy Procter, 
member of the wealthy Cincinnati firm, 
appeared suddenly in court here today 
and faced his wife, the former Baron- 
ess Nadine Von Klifuss, for the first 
time in many months. Under his fail- 
ure to recognize her, his wife prompt- 
ly swooned. 

Procter instituted the case, in which 
he testified today, to stop the transfer 


of $40,000 worth of stock which his 

wife claims was given her in further- 

ance of a marriage contract made in 

Berlin before the American consul. 
Gave Note for $40,000. 

By this agreement, which Procter 
acknowledged, he was to settlé upon 
her 200,000 francs, the marriage to take 
place wher she had succeeded in di- 
vorcing the Baron Von Klifuss. Short- 
ly thereafter, however, the baron died. 

Procter, on taking the stand in his 
own behalf, acknowledged the genu- 
ineness of the contract, and said that 
he gave a note for $40,000 in fulfill- 
ment. gg 

Hen family asked for “something 
tangible,” he said, so he put up the 
stock “as collateral,’ and the marriage 
took place in London, October 14, 1909. 

“It was understood that title to the 
stock was to remain in my name, and

Affidavit of Brumbelow. 

The account of the affair as given 
by Deputy Sheriff Brumbelow is con- 
tained in the following affidavit 
made before a notary of the peace in 


Polk county: 
Georgia, Polk county: 

“In person comes before the under- 
signed, Officer R. M. Brumbelow, who, 
on being duly sworn, deposes as fol- 
lows, with reference to the sending by 
former Governor Hoke Smith of the 
troops of Company E, Fifth infantry, 
National Guard of Georgia, stationed 
at Lindale, to Aragon, in Polk county, 
Georgia, in 1908, to suppress a sup- 
posealy threatened riot: 

“IT have been a citizen of Polk coun- 
ty, Georgia, practically all my life, 
and live now and have lived for many 
years at Aragon, Ga., where is situat- 
ed the Aragon cotton milis, a large 
plant. For twelve years I have been 
a special deputy sheriff located at 
Aragon and paid a salary by the Ara- 
gon milis to act a special deputy sher- 
iff. The town of Aragon is not incor- 
porated, and has no marshal. Prior 
to the period above named | was for 
many years a regular deputy sheriff 
of Polk county. 

“On or about the 23rq day of June. 
1908 (1 cannot give the precise date 
from memory, but I know that his 
excellency, Hon. Hoke Smith, was gov- 
ernor of Georgia at the time), word 
came to Aragon and to me that two 
negroes had attempted to commit rape 
on two white girls about a mile from 
Aragon. This was about 9 o'clock a. 
m. I summoned help and started out 
to arrest the negroes. In about 40 
minutes my posse and myself had ar- 
rested the negroes. I| carried the 
negroes to Aragon and carried them 
upstairs over the commissary store 
where there is a large hall, and I 
guarded them there. There was long 
distance telephone connection in the 
same building. 

“I immediately tried to get in com- 
munication with J. E. Dempsey, sher- 
iff of Polk county, ‘who lived at Ce- 
dartown. I could not get Mr. Demp~-~ 
eey over the ‘phone. There was con- 
siderable excitement and talk among 
the people at Aragon, and consider- 
able threatening was made about 
lynching the negroes, but Ro actual 
effort was made to do this by the peo- 
ple. It did look like, however, there 
was going to be trouble for awhile. 
The people had begun to gather about 
the bhilding where I had the negroes 

uarding them. Immediately after I) 

ad tried to get Sheriff Dempsey Mr. 
Charles H. Gorton, the manager of 
the mills. came to me and told me 
that there would be an effort made to 
lynch the negroes, and that he would 
communicate with Governor Smith and 
get troops sent there as quick as pos- 
sible. He left to go downstairs to 
the long distance phone, and in a few 
minutes he came back upstairs to me 
and told me that he had talked with 
Governor Smith and that the troops

When 
he first spoke to me about the matter 
he told me that he had already been 
in communication with the governor. 

“The Aragon mills employ white 
help, and it was the white men of the 
town and surrounding country that 
were gathering and some of them 
threatening violence to the negroes.

FOR HIGH SUHUOLS 


Counties Must Support 
Their Own Schools. 


Mr. Hall Leads Fight Against 
Bill to Allow State to Give 
Financial Assistance to High 
Schools, Should People Au- 
thorize Them. 


If the action of the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday afternoon is to be 
accepted as an omen of what the sen- 
ate will do, the state of Georgia will 
not place itself in position to be called 
on to make appropriations for the pur- 
pose of maintaining high schools which 
may be established by the various 
counties of the state. 

After passing a constitutional 
amendment Thursday morning pro- 
viding that the counties of the state 
may be authorized to establish high, 
schools and levy a tax for the pwr- 
pose of supporting them, the house 
Thursday afternoon defeated the bill 
providing that the legislature, should 
it so desire, could also make appro- 
priations to assist in maintaining the 
high schools after they are estab- 
lished, 

The bill providing that the legisla- 
ture might appropriate money for the 
maintenance of such high schools 
established by the counties was intro- 
duced by Mr. Persons, of Monroe. Its 
acknowledged purpose was to so amend 
the constitution that the state might 
assist in maintaining the county high 
schools when they are established. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opposed the bill 
On the ground that should it be passed 
the counties of the state, after estab- 
lishing high schools, would not levy a 
tax to support them, but would depend 
on the state for an appropriation. Al- 
though he favored the bill previously 
passed, allowing counties to levy a tax 
for the maintenance of high schools, 
he was opposed to placing the state in 
& position where it might be called 
upon to support them altogether. 


This argument, which was also ad- 
vanced by other members of the 
house, proved effective and the bill 
was defeated by the vote of 104 to 23. \ 
It ‘lacked 19 votes of securing the} 
necessary 123.

Speaking of the reason of the trip, 
President J. K. Orr stated that the in- 
vitation was accepted largely on ac- 
count of the extreme courtesy with 
which it was presented. 

“This large company, which is just 
across the line from Georgia, had ex- 
pressed a desire to better know the 
merchants of Atlanta, and the trip cer- 
tainly resulted in extending Atlanta’s 
business acquaintance in a most de- 
lightful way,” he said. 

“The average citizen of Georgia, at 
the mention of Ducktown, turns up his 
nose as he would at the remembrance 
of the old sulphur match. He has vis- 
ions of the Sahara desert, so he begins 
to look when within 10 miles of Duck- 
town for some evidence of this blast- 
ing, wasting hillside, and is surprised 
at the abundance of green vegetation 
and the new growth of trees. 

“Drastic legislation of a few years 
ago has proved a benefit in disguise to 
the Copperhill company.

Exactly where culpability rests The Constitution does not un- 
dertake to say. The railroad commission could easily find out. But 
The Constitution does know that reimbursement is due the peach 
growers under the law, and that they are entitled to it. 

Suggestive light is thrown on the situation by the statements 
and non-statements of the railroads directly involved in the recent 
car famine in the fruit belt. 

The Southern Railway, making a frank statement of its share 
in the transaction, holds that it is entitled to a virtually clean bill, 
so far as inflicting damage on the growers is concerned. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, with similar candor, 
issues an authorized statement indicating that its skirts likewise are 
free of blame. 

Inferentially, they lay the blame on the Central of Georgia rail- 
way, the only other line handling cars out of the peach territory. 

If neither the Southern nor the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic is responsible for the negligence that has cost the fruit grow- 
ers of the state all this money, then the Central must be, and its 
representatives offer no statement at this time, intimating that an 
explanation may be forthcoming at some date placed in the future. 

Regardless of all statements and counter statements and refusal 
to make statements, the peach growers of Georgia are due restitu- 
tion for the losses for which they are in nowise responsible. 

If the railroad commission is itself powerless, it can at least 
discharge a primary duty by pointing the way through advice and 
direction to these mulcted peach growers. i 

It is incumbent upon the peach growers, in sheer self-preserva- 
'tion, to make the issue right now, and to establish so unmistakable 
a precedent for compensation as to hereafter deter any railroad 
from allowing negligence or indifference to take tribute: from this 
great industry.

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STORM CENTERS THREATENED. 


With interest in the issue of whisky regulation brought grad- 
ually to a national focus, political developments in the adjoining 
middle western states of lowa and Nebraska take on fresh signifi- 
cance, from whatever angle the observer views the situation. 

In the democratic state convention, held recently in Nebraska, 
Mr. Bryan lost his fight to restrict the traffic to county local option 
and the advocates of township local option had their will.

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THE PLAZA HEARING THIS AFTERNOON. 


This afternoon at § o'clock the Western and Atlantic committee 
of the house of representatives holds a hearing upon the proposed 
plaza, or civic center, for the city of Atlanta. 

Gauged by business and common sense, there is only one side 
to the project, and that is affirmative, so far as the state of Georgia 
is concerned. 

The state is asked only to authorize the use of its right-of-way 
'through the heart of Atlanta for the main strip of the plaza, and 
for the new terminals with which it is proposed to supplant the 
present apology for a passenger depot. 

Not one penny is required, directly or indirectly, from the 
treasury. 

On the other hand, it is proposed, in exchange for use of the 
right-of-way, to deed over to the state, in fee simple, a magnificent 
depot and office building at the expiration of a term now estimated 
_at twenty years. 

Apparently, the offer is one in which the state has all to gain 
and nothing to lose by acceptance. 
| Judging from. the ratio at which the income from central prop- 
|erty in Atlanta appreciates, it is difficult to forecast the revenues to 
‘the state from the property to revert to it at the end of the building 
period. 

That is to touch only the commercial phase.. The aspect of 
prestige is equally important, -since Georgia is vitally interested in 
having the heart of its capital city made as attractive as possible. 

It is to be hoped the committee will make a favorable report, 
and that the house and senate will speedily enact the measure.

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SLATON ATTACKS POLITICAL TRICKERY. 


Senator John M. Slaton is right in his position on the blanket 
Confederate service pension measure now pending in the legislature. 

The measure removes all restrictions as to survivors and their 
widows. It is estimated that, if approved by the people, this par- 
ticular constitutional amendment will add between $250,000 and 
| $500,000 to the state’s pension budget. 

Mr. Slaton showed that it would be absolutely impossible for 
‘the state’s treasury to meet the requirements of this amendment, 
unless the constitutional tax limitation of 5 mills is increased. 

He declared that he could not gain the consent of his conscience 
| to vote for the measure unless the people were simultaneously re- 
| quired to vote on the question of a constitutional amendment rais- 
‘ing the tax rate that the terms of the project might be executed. 
| An attempt to jam through a plebiscite of this nature without 
providing means-to make it effective is a demonstration of cheap 
| political trickery that defies fit classification. 

It is nothing less than an outright deception of the taxpayers,

Today we are devoting 30,000,000 
acres of our fertile farm lands to the 
production of a crop of such import- 
ance its exportation keeps our whole 
country from being in debt to coun- 
tries from which we buy things. Were 
it not for this single product our sales 
of material to foreign reople would 
not equal our purchases in distant 
lands. 

Just imagine the condition of our 
fiscal affairs under such _ conditions, 
and compute the increase in the tariff, 
the tax to be paid by the people, that 
this deficit might be met. This prod- 
uct is, in the main, shipped out of our 
country, and people residing abroad 
manufacture it into finished goods and 
supply with great profit, the people 
in all lands with necessary goods. For 
example, England uses about one- 
fourth our annual crop and from this 
fraction exports nearly $590,000,000 
worth of goods, while our exportation 
of finished goods of the same material 
is less than 10 per cent of that amount. 
Our revenue from the exportation of 
the raw materia! exceeds England's 
exportation for one-fourth of our crop 
only about $100,000,000.

$300,000 WANTED 
FOR OLD MANSION 


Mr. Hall Would Buy New 
Mansion and New Execu- 
tive Building. 


A proposal to sell the old executive 
mansion on Peachtree street for 
$300,000 and buy a new one ina 
section more attractive for residences, 
and to erect out of the proceeds a 
building for the use of the executive 
officers, of the state, has been made 
im a resolution introduced in the house 
by Mr. Hall, of Bibb. 

A resolution largely similar in pur- 
pose was introduced in the senate on 
Wednesday by Senator Mathews. 

Mr. Hall’s propvusal looks to the ap- 
pointment of a commission of two 
from the senate and three from the 
house to handle the sale of the old 
mansion property and the erection of 
the new buildings. The present state 
capitol building is extremely crowded, 
and there are not sufficient committee 
rooms to accommodate the various leg- 
islative committees of the senate and 
house. 

It is provided in the resolution that 
the commission shall advertise the sale 
once a week for four weeks, in the 
newspapers of Atlanta, and that the 
sale may be either public or private. If 
public, it is to be held on the capitol 
grounds, but no sale is to be miade 
unless a bid of $300,000 or over is 
made for the property. . 

If such a price is received for the 
State’s old property, the commission 
is to lookout for a site on which to 
erect a modern, up-to-date home for 
the governor, and ajso a site for a 
building to accommodate the overflow 
from the state capitol.

If the senate approves it, and the 
people of the state ratify it in the next 
general election, the constitution of 
Georgia will be amended so that coun- 
ties desiring to do so mgy levy a tax 
for the purpose of maintaining high 
schools. 

By the vote of 150 to 3, the house 
of representatives yesterday morning 
passed the constitutional amendment 
proposed by Mr. Persons, of Monroe, 
and which provides that counties shall 
be allowed to levy a tax for the pur- 
pose stated. 

The. constitution at present provides 
that counties may levy a tax for the 


purpose of supporting instruction in 
the elementary branches of education, 
but puts an inhibition on the levying 
of a tax for high schools. The bill of 
Mr. Persons makes it possible for a 
county to also maintain a high school, 
just as the city of Atlanta and other 
cities are now authorized to maintain. 

Mr. Persons made a strong argument 
in favor of his bill, and when it was 
passed by such an overwhelming ma- 
jority, he was warmly congratulated 
by his colleagues.

Shortly after the house convened, Mr. 
Keith, of Meriwether, chairman of the 
committee on public pronerty, sub- 
mitted the report of the committee rel- 
ative to its finding in the investigation 
of charges of graft which have been 
made against Lee Barron, keeper — .!

On motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, the 
house adopted the report of the com- 
mittee by a unanimous vote, and in so 
far as the house is concerned, the inci- 
dent is closed.

The fight to amend the registration 
law began yesterday in the senate and 
the indications are that the measure 
will be amended so that the time be- 
tween the close of the registration; 
lists and the holding of the general 
election will be cut in half. 

Under the present law the books 
close six months before the election. 
From a test vote taken Thursday and 
explanations made during its progress, 
it is apparent that the time |imit will 
be fixed at 90 days. This will be 30 
days before the primary election and 
three months before the general elec- 
tion in October. 

Senator Jackson called the previous 
question on the amendment to the 
registration law even before the com- 
mittee report on it had been read. He 
was admonished by President Slaton 
that the report must be received be- 
fore the matter was properly before 
the senate. 

Supporters of Law Organized. 

The supporters of the present regis- 
tration law were compactly organized 
and seemed to have a pretty definite 
understanding as to just wilfat they 
would do. The pian was to prevent 
any consideration or debate on the 
proposed amendment. 

Senator Jackson could hardly con- 
tain himself, and as the clerk reached 
the repealing clause in the proposed 
amendment he again sought and secur- 
ed recognition and moved the previous 
question. Only one man who opposed 
any change in the present law spoke 
in explaining hig vote. That was Sen- 
ator Harrell. A number of senators 
who favored amending the law debat- 
ed the subject under the rule allowing 
ten minutes to explain votes. They 
were Senators Calhoun, Griffith, Irwin, 
Longley, Mathews, McCurry, Slater, 
Sellers and Womble. 

In speaking for the amendment pro- 
posed by himself and Mr. Calhoun, Mr. 
Slater said: 

“As a matter of principle I belleve 
it is better that the right of 
suffrage be ™ abused than that 
it be restricted. Liberty is a 
God-given right. The right ro partici- 
pate in a democratic form of govern- 
ment is an inherent right.” 

He said it caused him surprise and 
pain to see fair, honest men seek to 
throttle debate on a bill of such su- 
preme importance. Political partisan- 
ship, he said, ‘had warped the judg- 
ment of some senators and made them 
lose their reason.” 

Thousands Disfranchised. 

Thousgnds of white men in the state 
had been disfranchised by the law ad- 


farmers, business men and professionaj 
men being among the number. 
He continued: 


“The entire press of the state, with 
the exception of the Atlanta Journal, 
which is controlled by one of the can- 
didates for governor, is demanding 
the amendment of this law.”

BEFORE COMMITTEE

Adversed. 


Quite a lengthy debate was held in

The committee went into executive 
session, and decided to recommend to 
the senate that the bill “do not pass.”’ 


Other Committees at Work. 

The senate committee on corpora- 
tions decided to recommend for pas- 
sage the bill of Representative Shep- 
pard, of Sumter, providing for the 
creation of a commission for water, 
electric lights, etc., for Americus. 


A committee substitute for the Dill 
of Representative Vinson, of Bald- 
win, providing how banks and corpo- 
rations shall issue stock certificates, 
will be recommended to the senate by 
the committee on banks. 


The senate committee on appropria- 
tions decided to recommend favorably 
the house bill of Representative Tar- 
ver, of Whitfield, providing for an ap- 
propriation of $2,500 with which to 
build a monument to General Joseph 
E. Johnston at Dalton. The shaft will 
eost $5,000, the local chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy having 
the additjonal $2,500.

It will be necessary for 
him to rest quietly for a few days, but 
there is no reason that can be fore- 
seen why he should not resume his 
usual oecupations by the early part of 
next week. Such attacks, while very 
painful, usually pass off without seri- 
ous consequences.”

WUTSIDE ATLANTA 


Decision Practically Reach- 
ed to This Effect at Com- 
mittee Meeting.

At the first meeting of the specia! 
crematory committee from the bond 
commission and the board of health, 
held yesterday morning, it was clearly 
shown that the best thing for Atlanta 
to do would be to buy a tract of 100 or 
more acres outside the city limits and 
there begin a permanent system of tak- 
ing care of the city’s garbage with 
crematories. 

It was shown that there are now in 
the city fourteen dumping grounds that | 
are a continual menace to the city’s | 
health. 
any one section of the city would mere- 
ly mean a temporary makeshift. 

Two subcommittees were appointed, 
One to confer with the railroads about 
hauling the garbage from the eity to 
an Outside crematory, the other to look 
for a suitable site. 

The subcommittees are as follows: 

To confer with the railroads: Coun- 
Clliman Dan Walraven, Dr. W. L. Gil- 
bert and Dr. J. H. Bradfield. 

To find a Suitable site: Alderman E. 
E. Pomeroy, Alderman Frank A. Pitt- 
man and George H. Brandon, mensver 
of the board of health. 

Mayor Maddex volunteered to make 
a report on the style of and cost of 
special cars to hau] the garbage. 

A report of the garbage handled in 
Atlaata, made by Chief Jentzen, was 
read. It showed for the past. six 
montns that 209,192 cartloads of gar- 
bage are hauled annually by the sani- 
tary department. The cost for this 
Service is $61,689. Each year 15,184 
wagonloads of night soil are removed 
and the cost of hauling and pitting it 
is $24,678.75. Number of teams em- 
ployed, 141; number of men, 161. Teams 
hauling night soil, 28; men engaged in 
this work, 68. 

Average distance of present garbage 
hauls, 1% miles; longest haul s¢rving 
dumps, 1% miles. Number of men at 
crematory, 16; weekly payroli for cre- 
matory, $141.95, annual cost of fue! at 
crematory, $1,500; number of cartioads 
of ashes removed from crematory each 
year, 18,780; number of cartloads of 
garbage cremated each year, 81,389. 
Number of tons of garbage dumped 
each year, 50,000; number of tons burn- 
ed each year, 30,000. 

Cost of operating and maintaining 
crematory, $9,000 per annum; crema- 
tory lot is worth $20,000; stable lot ad- 
joining is worth $7,500.

A THING OF THE

ing car tickets, and free other things 
that useq to be, telegraph and tele- 
phone franks are soon’to vanish down 
the vista of the dim “deadhead” past.
